Heartbreaking Stories of Persecution and

OPERATOR'S SIDE NOW GETS HEARING 

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 19.— Non 
union men, some of their rela- 
tives and others to the number 
of thirty appeared before the an 
thracite coal strike commission 
todjy and told their stories of 
boycotts, intimidation, dynamit- 
ing and violence in various forms 
during the late strike. Each 
witness called was a sufferer 
one form or another at the hands 
of union men. Four witnesses 
said attempts were made to blow 
up their houres, one house was 
badly damaged, many of the 
witnesses were threatened with 
bodily harm, several were beaten, 
one was shot in the leg and every 
one stoned, boycotted or hanged 
in effigy. One school teacher 
testified to having lost his posi- 
ttfin because his father did not 
sfrike. One man was asked to 
resign from a Catholic temper- 
ance society and another witness 
was expelled from a local lodge 
of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians after a membership of 
yenty-six or twenty-eight years 
.fecause they were classed as un- 
air workmen. 
Joseph H. Dugan, the man 
who was requested to give up 
his membership in the Catholic 
temperance society, remained at 
work doing repair work and act- 
ing as a watchman. He wept 
while on the witness stand as he 
told of how they ordered him tc 
leave after many years of pleas- 
ant social relations with its mem- 
bers. He was very active in the 
society and drilled many of those 
who have grown to manhood iu 
the military branch of the Cath- 
olic society. He said he had 
been stoned and otherwise badly 
treated, and added that a good 
dubbing would not have hurt 
ha\f as much as the action of the 
society in throwing him out

Other witnesses testified that 
grocers, butchers, milkmen and 
icemeu refused to serve them be- 
cause they were afraid their 
business would be boycotted. 

Denounces lioycols. 
"The coward who will go to 
the storekeeper," Chairman Gray 
said, "and tell him not to sell 
the necessaries of life to a poor 
woman usually seeks the obscur- 
ity that tho law of evidence 
throws around him. If a girl is 
discharged from her position in 
a store because she rode in a 
street car in inclement weather 
while a street car strike was on, 
the coward who discharged her is 
coward enough to refuse to tes- 
tify.'*

Scranton, Pa., Dec 20.— John 
H. Otto, the first witness called, 
said all the merchants in Arch 
bald, Pa., were compelled to 
boycott him because he worked 
in the mines. 

The second witness was a boy, 
who was forced to leave the 
store he was employed in on ac- 
count of his father being a non- 
union man, and the next wit- 
ness testified that strikers tried 
to have him forced from the vol- 
unteer fire company because he 
continued at work as a mine en- 
gineer during tne strike. 

Her Home Burned. 

Mrs. Rhoda Snyder, of Wilkes- 
barre, with a baby in her arms, 
took the stand and, with tears 
running down her face, told of 
the burning of her home by 
strikers. Her husband was in 
the mines and could not come 
home because he feared bodily 
harm. She and her children 
were so badly abused that she 
moved to another part of the 
city. Her reception in the new 
home was hostile, and she decided 
to move to her mother-in-law's 
home. The strikers prevented 
her, and she and her two chil- 
dren took refuge with the moth- 
er-in-law. The same night the 
house and all its contents were 
destroyed by fire. Her goods 
were not insured. Her father- 
in-law corroborated her testi- 
mony. 

Dr. L. L. Sprague, president of 
Wyoming Seminary, of Kings- 
ton, told of the difficulty he had 
in getting coal for the seminary. 
He said the union made it very 
difficult for the institution to 
its supply of fuel.

Judge Ryan Overuled the Motion 
For a New Trial for Rob- 
ert M. Snyder. 

IS CHIEF OF THE ST. LOUIS BRIBERS. 



St. Louis, Dec. ".— Robert M. Sny- 
der, milionaire promoter, was sen- 
tenced to serve five years in the state 
penitentiary, on conviction of bribery, 
by Judge Ryan, of the circuit court 

Formal pronouncing of the sen- 
tence followed the court's overruling 
of the defendant's motion for a ne\ 
trial. 

Snyder, who had sat passive during 
the brief proceedings, arose nnd ad- 
vanced to the bar, where he stood 
looking at Judge Ryan. 
' "Hare you anything to say why 
sentence should not be passed upon 
you?" the court inquired. 

"No, I have not," replied Snyder, 
In a low voice. 

"Then," said Judge Ryan, "in ac- 
cordance with the finding of the jury, 
I hereby sentence you to serve five 
years in the penitentiary." 

Snyder took his seat, and Morton 
Jordan, his counsel, made a motion 
that 60 days be allowed in which to 
file a bill of exceptions appealing the 
case to the supreme court. The 
court granted the motion. 

Snyder's new bond for $25,000 was 
signed by Messrs. Priest and Jordan, 
and the party withdrew. 

"I have nothing to sny," was Sny- 
der's reply when asked concerning 
the courts decision. 

Snyder was found guilty of bribery 
In connection with the passage of the 
Central Traction bill through the 
municipal assembly In lf>98.

The emperor has no objection 
to European arts and sciences, 
but he sets his face against Eu- 
ropean poison, and declares that 
he will punish importers of alco- 
holic liquors. In the preamble 
to his edict he savs that drunken- 
i is pernicious, that it en- 
"eeblea a vace and destroys both 
lyand mind. 

3e™esires that his people re- 
main strong, healthy and inde- 
pendent, and as a means to that 
end prohibits alcoholic drinks in 
eyery part of his kingdom.

There is not a pool or 
billiard room in the place, and 
no child has ever had to pass an 
open saloon on its way to school. 

Dr. Frank Woodburry, aprom- 
ineut citizen id' Dartsmouth, 
says: "Prohibition has changed 
our town from being a disorderly 
and drunken place to one of the 
~tt and most prosperous in 



Nova Scotia. There are niauy 
families living in comfort today 
because the husband does 
have to pass a saloon in goiug to 
or from work. The boys on the 
streets in the evenings have no 
temptations to linger around the 
saloons, because there are none. 
This is not a Scott Act county, but 
is under the Provincial Licence 
Act, which allows a saloon 
wherever enough rate-payers pe- 
tition for it. Numbers of at- 
tempts have been made, but with 
uniform failure.
